The two boys were released after be- 


ing examined by Commandant Stlmp- 
son of the Marine Hospital Service, on 
the grounds that they were suffering 
from consumption, and that Imprison- 
ment would mean death.

The women 
in qoestion- came in the morning and 
evening and whenever they felt dis- 
posed. The doors were left open for 
them. Miss Buttner and Miss Wilkin- 
son were also visitors of Mr. Lloyd's. 
Witness corroborated the story In the 
depositions of the' Boxall girls of a 
dumb-waiter 
which 
connected 
the 


kitchen of th« place 
with Lloyd's 


apartments ar.d by means of which 
meals were served to Lloyd and his 
guests. 


LLOYD WAS KIND. 


On cross examination the .witness 


said that Lloyd was a man of kindly 
disposition. . Several questions, intend- 
ed to get opinion of witness . as to 
whenh«r. there were any danger in hav- 
ing: the Boxall girls visit Lloyd In his 
room, were asked and objections to 
them were sustained. Mr. Lloyd had 
treated her with propriety from the 
time of her arrival In this country. 
Witness did not like Miss Buttner be- 
oause the latter visited Lloyd) too often 
in his apartments. 
She knew of noth- 


ing- wrong being done In her house. 


On re-direct 
examination, witness 


stated that she made no inquiry as to 
whether the first Mrs. Lloyd was here 
at the time of her arrival. She subse- 
quently learned the woman had gone 
to England ar.d after a'year returned 
to this country. 


LETTERS IN COURT. 


Mrs. Nix, daughter of the preceding 


witness, was next sworn and was ques- 
tioned by Mr. Waters. 
She said she 


knew the 'present Mrs. C. K. 
Lloyd. 


She had received two or three letters 
from her in January of 1903. The let- 
ters were in the hands of witness' at- 
torneys. 


Mr. Waters asked that the attorney 


for Mrs. Nix submit the letters to the 
court 
to have the judge determine 


whether or not the contents affected 
the case of the complainant, as the lat- 
ter's attorneys did not desire to read 
the letters if they had no bearing on 
the case of their client. He understood 
that the letters in question were writ- 
ten after the shooting; of Lloyd and 
that they had something touching that 
episode. 


LETTERS APPEAR. 


'A recess was taken for the purpose 


of securing the letters, the use of which 
was volunteered, on agreement between 
both parties to the suit, by Attorney 
Frank H. Powers of the firm of Heller 
& Powers, who is Mrs. Nix's repre- 
sentative. 


When court reassembled several let- 


ters were scanned In private by oppos- 
ing counsel and, finally, three of them 
were admitted In evidence in behalf of 
the complainant. All the letters were 
dated at San Bernardino. 


Two of them, were signed by 
the 


widow of Lloyd and addressed to Mrs. 
Nix. 
The third was addressed to the 


same person. 
It was written In Mrs. 


Lloyd's penmanship but was signed by 
C. R. Lloyd, who, at the time, was a 
victim of Boxall's bullets in the hos- 
pital at San Bernardino. 


The first letter set forth, among oth- 


er things, that the shooting was a 
blackmail scheme, 
started 
by Fred 


Lloyd, how long before the shooting, 
the writer could not tell. The writer 
denied that she had gone south to at- 
tend Lloyd, In company of Fred. 
She 


would not, she said, think of such a 
thing. 
ADVISE DENIAL OF STATEMENTS. 


The next letter was the one in the 


handwriting of the widow but signed 
oy her husband. It was inspired by the 
publication in the Chronicle of sundry 
statements by Mrs. Mary R. Lloyd and 
Mrs. 
Nix as regards the relations to 


Lloyd of the women mentioned, who 
were on the witness stand this morn- 
in. It read as follows: 


FRED'S WORK. 


"San Bernardino—My Dear 
Bessie: 


We received your telegram Thursday, 
your letter yesterday and we have a 
copy of the Chronicle of March 19th. 
I am sorry you have been dragged into 
the newspapers. All that was done for 
the sole purpose of injuring rne and 
was, as you surmise, entirely Fred's 
doings. 
The only course open to me 


now is to have you make an affidavit 
denying the statements attributed to 
you, 
and say that the reporters told 


you that It was no use your denying 
anything because they knew all about 
everything from Fred Lloyd, as he had 
told them ail about it. 


SCAPEGOAT 
OF FRED. 


•This will place the blame where It. 


belongs upon Fred, and my lawyer will 
make good use of this here in showing up 
Fred'as the wicked liar that he Is. 


MUST 
DENY 
MARRIAGE. 


'Your mother also will havs to make an 


affidavit denying that she was ever mar- 
ried to me, or that she ever said so, or 
that she had any papers to prove it. Tins 
is all your mother need say. 


WANTS 
MRS. 
NIX'S AFFIDAVIT. 


"I am setting well slowly and I hope It 


will not be very long before I can be 
around and have my casa against the 
Boxalls tried in the courts here, and 1 
sha.ll want your affidavit to prove that 
there is no truth in the Chronicle's state- 
ments, and that they were gotten up by 
Fred. Under no circumstances see Fred. 
Have nothing to say to him should he at- 
tempt to see you. "With kind love to you

"CHARLES E. LLOYD." 


In addition to the signature the last 


seven words were in Lloyd's handwrit- 
ing.The third letter spoke solely of Lloyd's 
condition.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


When the Lloyd case was resumed 


this afternoon Fred W. Lloyd, the con- 
testant, took the stand and said he 
was in the thirty-second year and his 
home was San Bernardino. He was 17 
years old when he went to work for 
E. P. Vandercook, the real estate man 
of Oakland, in 1S87. as office clerk. He 
was there four months. 


The witness then told of his father's 


actions as testified to by the Boxall 
girls. 
*

If th-? Supreme Court should affirm 


the dei ision of Judge Og'den declaring 
void the so-called tugboat marriages, 
It will do much to clear up the divorce 
muddle in this State. It will fit in with 
the aiflrmation of the interlocutory 
decree law, which forbids the remar- 
riage oi' divorced couples within twelve 
months after, being 
divorced. 
This 


puts a: i end to the practice of petting 
divorces by collusion to permit 'the 
parties to contract now alliances with 
other : trinities. 


The tugboat marriage is a travesty. 


It Is generally performed by the skip- 
per of 
i tugboat, who has no authority 


to sole nnlze marriages save the anci- 
ent mi rltlme custom which permitted 
the cni tains of vessels on the high seas 
to solemnize the marriage rite at sea. 
There were obvious reasons, especially 
under formerly 
existing 
conditions, 


why marriages so celebrated should be 
held l(-t,'al. 
But no such reasons Jus- 


tify tho tugboat marriage. It is sim- 
ply a device to defeat the letter- and 
the purpose of the law. 


Not only is the tugboat marriage 


contrary to the spirit of the law, but it 
contravenes the laws of morality and 
the- rerulatlons by which society seeks 
to pro-ect the marital bond and

years igo a great scandal was caused 
by marriages on tugboats within the 
prohlb ted degrees of consanguinity. 
Frequc ntly the tugboat Is resorted to 
by minors seeking the wedded relation 
in def ance of the law and the pro- 
hibitlo i of parents. 


The marriage Judge Ogden declared 


void was between minors. It -was con- 
tracted in defiance of law, and cele- 
brated by a man without lawful au- 
thorit: to act as a priest or magistrate. 
By no logical deduction could such a 
marrlt.se be held to be in harmony 
with the law or 
public policy. 
The 


marri,':cre at sea of the olden time, sol- 
ernnizt ri by the captain of a ship, was 
in harmony with the law and public 
policy and in accordance 
with 
the 


usages of decent society. But the tug- 
boat i larrlage is vlulntivo of all the 
prlncij les by which It claims moral 
justifh .ition and legal status.

Chase i:i the Cripple Creek affair has 
resulted in a scanc.al of a different- 
kind from the one created By the extra- 
ordinary assumption of despotic 'pow- 
ers by -.he commander. General Chase 
was ordered to Cripple Creek, ,\vith his 
command, to aid the local, authorities 
In suppressing disturbances growing 
out of :L strike. 
He proceeded to act 


like a Russian general in a conquered 
province. 
"Without rormally declaring 


martial law, he proceeded to exercise 
all the powers a state of martial law 
confers in the most arbitrary manner. 
He arrested and confined citizens with- 
out ieg-il formality, and refused 
to 


recognif-e writs of habeas corpus Is- 
sued by the courts. 
He 
_ closed 
up 


places 
of 
business, 
and generally 


speaking, substituted his personal flat 
for tho whole civil administrative sys- 


tem. 


General 
Chase •'distinguished 
his 


reign a:! a military Czar by suppress- 
ing a local newspaper, the Victor Rec- 


ord, 
and confining its employees, ac- 


cused of no crime whatever, In the 
"bull pen," and defying all civil pro- 
cesses :aken to secure their release. 
He overthrew every constituted au- 
thority. . A- more insolent diflance of 
law was never witnessed in any coun- 
try. 


The Supreme Court of Colorado has 


just declared that his acts were utter- 
ly outside his authority; that he fla- 
grantly violated the constituted au- 
thority, and abused his position by en- 
forcing 
martial 
law 
without 
mar- 


tial law being declared. In fact,' has 
nullifies all his usurped powers. 
But 


that is small consolation to those who 
suffereci imprisonment and injury to 
buslnes; through the tyranny of a pig- 
headed despot swollen with a little 
brief authority. 


It now appears that the Cripple 


Creek expedition was productive of 
venal scandals as grave in their way 
as the oppressions at Victor. 
Charges 


of so serious a nature have been filed 
that the governor must call a. court 
martial to investigate them. 
Among 


the charges to be investigated are said 
to be: Podded pay rolls, the employ- 
ment of unnecessary generals and col- 
onels, -,vho draw the salary of their 
rank, but who perform sergeants' du- 
ties; g( neral extravagance in the pur- 
chase ef supplies for the commissary 
department; the charge that certain 
officers have been taking money from 
contractors; the issuance by whole- 
sale of transportation between Cripple 
Creek and Denver to officers and en- 
listed men, their families and friends, 
and charging same to the State. 


It would be unfair to pass upon the 


truth er falsity of these charges in 
advance of adjudication, but experience 
proves that contempt for the law and 
the rights of others is often accom- 
panied by corrupt practices of a more 
venal 
character. 
It 
is 
not 
at 


all surprising to find that the officers 
who arused the citizens of the State 
were also guilty of misappropriating 
its fun Is. 
The men who treated the 


people of Victor as if they were the 
inhabitants of a Moro village were not 
likelj' lo be particular about misus- 
ing the public funds.

lieges being granted 
to Russia, but : 


Count Cassini, the Russian minister , 
at Washington, declared the demands 
were n it in the nature of an ultimatum, 
but nn-rely constituted the basis of ne- 
gotiati in—that is, they outlined the 
terms on which Russia was. willing to 
treat c-n the subject of Manchuria. So 
far as is known, these demands have 
never been complied -with, and hence 
China was still free to enter into 'en- 
gagem--nts with the United States at 
the time the treaty was signed. 


It if not to be presumed that our 


government would submit to any in- 
fringement of our treaty rights by 
Russia, nor is it to be assumed that 
Russia will Infringe on them. Should 
she do so the United States would be- 
come aligned with Great Britain and 
Japan in the effort to keep Manchuria 
open t' foreign trade. Such an align- 
ment .vould be a serious matter with 
Russia—so serious that it is'improbable 
she 
v>- 11 bring it about. 
Apparently, 


our State Department has achieved a 
tactical advantage by conducting ne- 
gotiations with China on .a separate 
basis.

To Embalm Shipped' Lumber. 


A lumber companj- of Superior, Wiscon- 


sin, is trying" the experiment ot' onibalm- 
Ing. ir. a "way. 
lumber that is chipped out 
In a green condition, raid it promises to 
be £;o successful that it will make a very 
material difference to the lumber trade J 
all over the country. The lumber thnt 
Is shipped green stains, and if the experi- 
ment that Is 'oeing made prevents the 
green lumber from staining and is KUC- 
CfKsful it will be one of 
the greatest 
sli-Mo* ever mnde in the shipping depa-.-t- 
mcnt of the lumber business. The plan 
is to put down a layer of the lumber and 
then put on a layer of carbona.te of eodft. 
it being figured thnt a good sized cargo of 
lumber will need about ten or twelve tons 
of the chemical to keep it from staining-. 
The trouble has always-been four.d by the 
lumber shippers that the green lumber 
stained bad'.y, aad when theve Is a big 
demand it- Is hard to supply it in many 
cases, but If the experiment goes all.right 
it will be a great help.—St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.

house" said Dr. E. H. Woolsey, sp.'ak- 
ing of his recent visit to the land of 
t/lttle Miss Chrysanthemum. 


"The geisha girl, the universal oon- 


comltan't of the tea house. ls£ still 
)t*s understood. Her vocation- Is totally 
misconstrued and cruel misconceptions 


• are 
entertained of her morals 
and 


place In society. There are tea houses 
and tea houses In Japan, Just as there 
are different grades of hotels and res- 
taurants In this country. As a rule, 
Americans judge tea houses by the 
least respectable of them, and the ,-?el- 
Bhae as a class Judged by the most de- 
graded of their kind. That is the way 
the average quick-lunch tourist -views 
everything In Japan. 


"The traveler spends the ftrst ever.lng 


In Japan In a tea house where ten is 
served with much.ceremony and by the 
lady of the house and a child and two 
'or more servants. 
It would require 


half a column of your paper to descHbe 
this elaborate ceremony -which takes 
an hour or so to supply you with dainty 
cups of tea, with a plate of mandarins 
peeled in fanciful forms and a plate of 
dried fish or pickled she.l fish an<l a 
plate of sweet meats for all of -which no 
special charge Is made. 
As in Paris, 


the landlady insists upon your accept- 
ing her courtesy, but as In P<T.ris, :v>u 
are expected to give her a grat\.ity 
which will cover the entertainment— 
here an hourly rate, a present to each 
of the attendants, to the little girl who 
leads you up steep stairs to the guest 
room, and another tip to the .man at 
ihe door who removes and takes change 
of your shoes. The Japanese, like 'he 
French entertainers, expect all that you 
will give, and If you are a bit shy, th ^y, 
like the French, will thank you rather 
coldly: but If liberal, win thank you 
generously and invite you to call again. 
However, the amount at most Is I'ar 
less than it would cost you for so 
much attention and politeness here or 
In Paris. 


''Upon request, the tea house woman 


sends for as many geishas as you 
desire, usually five or six for the en- 
tertainment of a small party, one of 
whom' being always a young pupil* of 
8 or 9 years. The price for the per- 
formance of each Is from two to four 
yen each, (1 to 2 dollars) according to 
the class and talents of the geisha, for 
an entertainment not exceeding two 
hours. One or two of them play trie 
Samisen while the others dance and 
~sing, acting ensemble, or alternating 
with each other according to the thene 
or story to be illustrated.

as many singing-dances as the rest of 
the world have operas. One of the fa- 
vorite selections Is the Maple dance ai:d 
the following is my own. version of a 
free translation by my Japanese friend, 
Mr. Oral:

Egga a la Marconi: 
The following [ flavoring to taste. Cinnamon or vanilla 


ingredients are required: 
Six hard i Is suitable. 
After 15 minute's cook- 


boiled eggs, one raw egg, a grill of olive 
oil, half a teaspoonful of salt, a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of pepper, nbout a 
tahlespoor.ful of vinegar, a little bunch 
of chervil, a sprig of taragon, and a 
tablespoonful

Place the eggs In boiling winter and 
cook them for 12 minutes, when they 
will be quite hard, then leave in cold 
water till required.
